Deciduous trees should be planted as soon as possible after the leaves have 
fallen and the ground can be gotten into good condition. 


Open the bundle or box as soon as received and ‘‘heel in’’ in good moist soil. 


In planting be sure and dig the holes deep enough and large enough to admit 
all the roots without bending or crowding. Fill in around the roots with weil 
pulverized surface soil, packing firmly, except on top. 


If the condition of the soil is such as to require the use of water at the time 
of planting, if the ground cannot be irrigated the water should be poured into 
the hole after it is partly filled with earth ; allow the water to soak away and then 
fill in with loose earth without packing. Those who desire further instruc- 
tions in regard to the planting and care of plants we would recommend to pur- 
chase a copy of Prof. E. J. Wickson’s book, ‘California Fruits, and How to 
Grow Them.”
